Some Refreshing Instances of Good 
Treatment by Counties and Les- 
sees—One Guard Cursed Ne- 
aro Who Answered Ques- 
tion Asked by Leg-~ 
islator. 


The legislative probe was yesterday 
efternoon stuck deapiy Into the condition! 
of the conivicts of Georgia. Members of | 
the legislature who had been on visits 
of inspection took the stand and told 
what they had seen. Outside witnesses 
have been subpoenaed and will be heard 
at yhe hearing begmntng at 3 o'clock 
today. 

Chairman Felder and the members of) 
the specia] legislative committee making | 
this investigation, showed a disposition | 
‘oO gO to the bottom of the whole mat- | 
ter. By endless questioning they threw | 
ferht upon the dark places amd re-| 
vealed some decidedly unpleasant con- 
ditions. Many of the revelations were 
sensational. 

Senator Felder announces that the in- 
quiry will be continued until every man | 
in Georgia who can add anything of | 
malue to the record, will have been’ 
heard. ! 

The committee has power to compel 
the attendance of witnesses, and. has! 
already sent out notices fo all parts, 


of the state, ordering them to appear. | 
Solons Igftiorant of Law. 

Many members of the legisiature who | 
testified yesterday, declared wate, 
frankly that they were totally unfamiliar | 
with the law covering the inspection | 
they attempted to make of convict | 
camps. Questioning by members of the! 
specia) commmittes showed their inspec-| 
tion to have been in many cases care-| 
fess and incomplete. They did not know 
the regulations affecting lessees, nor the 
suthority vested in them to inspect! 
camps and iocate abuses. 

Nevertheless the members té6ld of some 
gross acts of negiect and cruelty. In 
many places convicts were denied proper’ 
food, medica] attention, adequate cloth- 
ing and shelter. In others they were 


treated with cruelty and 
dure conditions which were unheaithful. 
Some Bad Conditions. 

At the camp of the Lookout Mountain 
Coal and Coke Company, a negro who 
had broken his arm was not given proper 
attention. Either the arm was not set 
at all. or it was set so badly as to be 
forever afterwards valueless to him. 
The pones were far out of aligmment. A 
guard cursed the negro when he at- 
tempted to tell his story to mwitness. 

At the camp of Pinson & Allen, at 
Nicholsonvillie, in Miller county, con-| 
ditions were reported to be far from 
good. The men were not treated. hu- 
manely. Exposure in an unprotected 
shack had threatened the lives of all 
the men and the food was insufficient, 
unpalatable, and unwholesome. 

On the Floyd county road gang, con- 
victs were said to eat chained to their 
bunks, where they remained all day 
Sunday. 

One witness told of a negro dying 
with tuberculosis, being left alone on 
the floor in a building where feed for 
the stock was kept. One crazy negro 
and one blind negro were found in the 
hands of lessees. 

Senator Felder Presides. 


The hearing wag held before the spe- 
cial committee at 3 o’clock in commit- 
tee room 16, in the capitol. Senator T 
S. Felder of Bibb presided. The other 
members of the special committee pres- | 
ent were Senators J. R. Brock and J. 
E. Hayes, Representatives A. Pratt 
Adams of Chatham, J. A. McMullan of 
Hart, J. W. Wise of Fayette and C. 
Murphy Candler of DeKaib. 

Among the witnesses called were 
Representatives Sumner of “Turner, 
Massengale of Warren, Cook of Chat- 
tahoochee, Young of Troup, Bong of 
Forsyth, McWilliams of Henry, Her- 
bert of Dawson, Fagan of Houston, 
Edmondson of Chattooga, Ashley of 
Lowndes, Hamilton of Columbia, Wat- 
kins of Carroll, Cullom of Schley, John- 
sop of Towns, Lumsden of White, 
Wootten of Wilkes. Moore of Cherokee 
and Davis of Houston; Senators Brant- 
ley, Johnson, Mattox, Sikes and Taylor. 
Members of subdcommittees appointed 
by the penitentiary committee of the 
legislature last year who had not made 
visits of inspection were excused. 

Sumner the First Witness. 


The first witness was J. W. Sumner 
of Turner, who said he visited the road 
convicts of Sumter ang Muscogee coun- 
ties and the camp-of the Muscogee 
Brick Company. ' 

He said the conditions in Sumter 
were bad. That the men needed med- 
wal attention. At the Muscogee Brick 
Company’s, he said, conditions were 
better, and the road convicts in the 
latter county were in very fair shape. 
He was a bit hazy in his recollection, 
and constantly referred to the chair- 
man of his committee before answering 
questions, ‘ 

He saiq that at the Muscogee Brick 
Company’s some of the men had on 
anklets with spikes 3 inches long. He 
could recall nothing about hospitals, 
mess halis or whipping records. He 
was not certain whether the sleeping 
quarters and bath rooms were inspect- 
ed by his committee, but thought so. 
He said he was sure they saw every- 
thing the guard showed them; but that.

STANDARD OIL TO ADD 
$500,000,000 TO CAPITAL 


Chicago, July 22.—Following 
closely the decisiom of the United 
States circuit court of appeals to- 
day, reversing the decision of 
Judge Landis in the government 
suit against the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana, The Daily 
News today says: 

“Bankers who have close affili- 
ations with the Standard Oi! Com- 
pany state that organization will 
soon announce an increase in the 
capital stock of $100,000.000 by 
$500,000,000, making a total cap- 
ital stock of $600,000,000. There 
will be added from the earnings 
of the fiscal year about $40,000.,- 
000 to the organization surplus. 
It was ‘given out that the large 
increase in capital is a dipto- 
matic move in order that the divi- 
dends may mot look so large.” 


22.—Although the 
United States cireult court of appeais 
today reversed and remanded the case 
of the government against the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana, in which Judge

Where Landis Erred. 

The court of #wppeals differs from the 
trial court on three vital hold- 
ing that Judge Landis excluded evi- 
dence for the Standard Oil Company, of 
Indiana, which should have been ad- 
mitted to show proper intent in the 
rate the company paid on oll; that he 
erred in considering each car lot a sep- 
arate offense, and that in imposing the 
maximum fine for a first offense, he 
abused the discretion vested in his court. 

**Tt strange doctrine,’ says the 
opinion, “whereunder a million-dollar 
corporation such as the defendant—the 
Standard Oil Company of Indianu—may 
be fined twenty-nine times the amount 
of its capital stock in order to punish 
a defendant not aven under indict- 
ment.’ 

By this latter Is meant the parent 
company, the Standard Oil Company, of 
New Jersey. 

Intent Feature of Case. 

In his opinion. which was concurred 
in by Judges Seaman and Baker, deal- 
ing with the ‘“Intent’* feature of the 
case—a vital point—Judge Grosscup 
Says: - 

‘We should take up these subjects In 
the order stated, the first being whether 
a Shipper can, without error, be con- 
victed of accepting a concession ‘from 
the lawful published rate, even though 
it is not shown as bearing on the mat- 
ter of intent, that the shipper, at the 
time of accepting such concession, knew 
what the lawful published rate was—a 
view of the law that is embodied in the 
charge and carried out in the ruling 
excluding certain proffered testimony, 
including that of one Edward Bogardus, 
who, being tn absolute charge of traffic 
affairs of platotiff in error, offered to 
testify that during that period he did 
not know anything about an elghteen- 
cent rate over the Alton railroad; that 
his attention had never heen called to 
any such rate by any person or by the 
examination of any document, and that 
it was his understanding and belief, 
based on what he was told by one Hol- 
land, tariff clerk of the Alton railroad. 
that the rate over the Alton road was 
six cents; and that such rate had been 
filed with the interstate commerce com- 
mission.” 

Sepnrate Offense Contention Killed. 

Jud Grosscup’s opinion leaves lit- 
tle of the contention that each carload 
at the six-cent rate constituted a sepa- 
rate offense. Even the shipments, of 
which there were about five hundred, 
could not be so considered, under the 
ruling of the court. The fine should 
have been based on settlements be- 
tween the railroad and the oil company. 
Of thesé, there were just thirty-five. 
Th maximum fine on this basis would 
amount to but $720,000, and the mini- 
mum 636,000. 

In the .event a rehearing is denied, 
the government may g0 to trial on 
the original. indictment, containing 
1.462 counts—an action which District 
Attorney Sims could be ready to take 
within two weeks—or upon any one of 
seven other indictments containing 
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points.

Her Ciething Disarranged. 


Polfceman Kohler, who heard the fa- 
tal shot, says that he made a search 
of the park immediately afterward, but 
saw no one. He found the body of a 
young woman lying across a tool chest. 
Her clothing was disarranged, indicat- 
ing shat she had been assaulted. The 
revolver from which the shot had been 
fired could not be _ found. Coroner 
Wuerst examined the body and gave it 
as his opinion that the woman had been 
murdered.

upon the wharves and the terraced 
heights of the city. It was a spectacle 
of truly royal splendor, for the iatest 
type of British dreadnought, with the 
Standard flying, came to anchor 
among the double column of foreign 
warships. 

Vice President Fairbanks, who repre- 
sents the United States, went to the In-

It was 2:45 this afternoon when the 
crowds assembled on the cliffs saw the 
Prince of Wales’ ship emerge from the 
mist far down the river. Immediateiy 
the guns of the warships began to 
thunder, the British. French and Ameri- 
can ships firing their royal salutes to- 
gether, while every ship hoisted the 
royal standard and broke out a mass of 
color from stam to stern. The Indom- 
ltable advanced majesticaily, with 
Sailors and marines ranged along the 
gun deck. As she swung alongside the 
New Hampshire the colossal magnitude 
and power of the British ship stood out 
in bold relief against the American 
battleship, which looked like a delicate 
White yacht beside this truly mon- 
Strous engine of destruction. Back of 
her came the Minotaur, amrdther naval 
colossus. 

At 4 o'clock the battleships again 
roared a salute as the prince disem- 
barked from his ship and came ashore. 
He wore the uniform of an admira! 
with waving white plume and dark 
coat faced with gola embroidery. 

Prince Is Rather Frail. 


As he stepped on the-King's Land- 
ing every eye was turned on his rather 
frail and youthful figure. The prince 
bears little resemblance to his father. 
King Edward VII. He is below medium 
Stature, with rather thin features and 
close-cropped yellow Saxon beard. 
trimmed to a point. His face wore a 
pleased smile at the echoing shouts of 
thé people, the rattle o2 Satuling arms 
and the strains of the British nationa! 
anthem. 

One of the first glimpses the prince 
Bot as he stepped ashore was a bevy 
of English, French and American 
women in beautiful toilets, ranged in 
terraced seats before the landing stage, 
including Mrs. Fairbanks, wife of the 
vice president, and Mrs. Cowles, wife 
of the admiral and sister of President 
Roosevelt.

Mr. Wootten reported that he had 
talked with the overseer, and in going 
among the men heard no complaint as 
to their treatment. He did not inspect 
the warden's or physician's reports. 

He said several men had on epikes 
which had made scars on their feet 
and ankits, they having been punished 
in this way for attempting to escape. 
He considered this punishment unusual 
and excessive, 

As to the diseases of the men it ap- 
parently did not incapacitate them for 
work. He said he had a weak stomach, 
and had jet Mr. Hamilton make a more 
detailed investigation on this score, 

The Muscogee road camp; he reported 
to have been in very good condition; 
that the men were humanely treated 
and were given ample facilities for 


Cleanliness. The races and sexes were 


Kept separate. 

Having spent half a day with the 
county road gang, his committee in- 
spected the camp of the Muscogee Brick 
Company. The men were in new build- 
ings, and everything was in good shape 
in the dining roome and sleeping quar- 
ters. He said he spent two hours at 
the camp, and saw everything under 
the direction of the warden. The com- 
mittee failed to qxamine either the 
hospital or whipping records. 

He said one convict, a young lawyer 
Of Gainesville, who had every appear- 
ance of refinement and culture, had no 
work except to fire the’ boilers at night. 

Messrs. Sumner, Hamilton and Woot- 
ten made thig investigation. 

The Wilkes County Camp. 

Mr. Summers also made a private in- 
spection of the Wilkes county convicts. 
He understood the men were not worked 
very hard in Wilkes, which is Woot- 
ten’s home county. He said the men 
were well taken care of, and saved 
from excessive labor and crue! treat- 
ment, 

W. W. Hamilton, of 
the men at the Sumter road camp were 
in an emaciated condition, and did not 
seem fit for work. He said the perma- 
nent quarters were in very bad shape. 
Two men slept in one bunk not more 
than 3 feet wide, and al! the bunks 
were jammed so close together as to 
make practically one continuous bed. 

Bad Condition in Floyd. 


L. R. Massingale. of Warren county, 
said he had investigated the Floyd 
county road company, and found it bad. 
The bunks were placed one above the 
other. The rules as to bedding were 
not observed, and the mheets were proba- 
bly washed once in three months. He 
Said one man reported to him that the 
convicts were chained in bunks at night 
and on Sunday. Ate while chained in 
bunks, and often slept in wet clothes, 
as no changes were provided. There 
were no bathing or ‘hospital facilities. 
Two negro women, who were badly 
eaten by veneral diseases, were chained 
with other women. 

These conditions existed in the tem- 
porary quarters, which were about |10 
miles from Rome. The permanent 
quarters for the Floyd county convicts 
are In the city of Rome. 

The Darham Coal Mines. 


An inspection of the Durham coal! 
mines, near Chattanooga. was made by 
Meesrs. Fowler, Boyd, Cook and Rus- 
sell. Conditions here, as they affected 
the convicts, were reported to be very 
good. The day the committee arrived 
beds had been sunnéd, and the build- 
ing scoured out. he committee was 
told they were expected, but that it was 
cleaning day, anynow. They spent 
three hours at the camp, but had no 
conversation with any convict except 
in the presence of the warden. 

Throughout the hearing witnesses 
testified that in practically every camp 
preparations were made for their re- 
ception; it being Known when they

would come. 
Thirty Minutes for Inspection. 
The witness testified that at the 


Lookout Mountain Coaland Coke Com- 
pany the cOmmittee Only spent thirty 
minutes, although they were there on 
a special train furnished by the Cen- 
tral of Georgia. 

One convict had broken 
caused by falling slate. It had .0t 
been set well. and witness testifleJ 
the bone was protruding far outsids 
of its natural course. When the negro 
was asked about the accident and at- 
tempted to reply, he was coursed ana 
intimidated by Warden W. O. Maxwell, 
The warden was extremely nervous, 
and showed a keen desire to have the 
committee leave. Mr. Massengale tes- 
tified that he was anxious to remain 
longer and considered it strange that 
the schedule of their special train ali- 
lowed only a half-hour stop at the 
mines. There were no accommodations 
where the committee could spend the 
night, so they returned tv ChickKa- 
mauga. 

The Coweta County Camp. 

The Coweta road camp, he said, was 
about 15 miles from Newnan, and was 
in fairly good condition. There wasno 
sheets or pillow cases on the beds, but 
it was reported the convicts did not 
care for such things. In this tempo- 
rary quarter the mess hall was open 
to the weather. There were no hospi- 
tal facilities, and one negro with con- 
sumption was lying on the floor of the 
stock feed works, and appeared to be 
dying. This was in November. and 
while the negro had some covering, he 
was not sufficiently protected from the 
weather. A physician called about ev- 
ery three days, but the man’s case ap- 
peared hopeless. Witness reported the 
matter to the committee and the gov- 
ernor so that the man might be taken 
away where he could be given proper 
protection. 

Ek. KE. Cook, who next 
told of the conditions at the Lookout 
Mountain Coal Company, and of War- 
den Maxwell cursing a negro who at- 
tempted to lodge a cOmplaint with the 
committee. He thought it strange that 
the committee was rushed away from 
the mines rather than havethe specia! 
train wait. He said he understood the 
warden at the coal mines receiVed pay 
both from the state and from the con- 
vict lessees. 

In the Lamber Camps. 

Senator Taylor told of his inspection 
of the camps at Fargo. He took a 
much more optimistic view of the con- 
dition of the convicts than had other 
witnesses. He spoke of the camps at 
Fargo, Milltown and of Stanley’s lum- 
ber camp. At the Fargo camp he tes- 
tified he found everything in good 
shape; but was not so well pleased with 
Stanley’s, and testified particularly 
that he objected to the white convicts 
eating with the negroes. He thought 
previous witnesses had exaggerate 
conditions in the Coweta road camp, 
which he had visited. 

Mr. Moore, of Cherokee, 
that at Stanley's many convicts had 
new shoes. Some new blankets had 
been spread over the bunks. The mat- 
tresses, however, were very dirty. He 
said twelve men approached ‘nim fear- 
fully and reported that one litile negro 
was whipped unmercifully every day 
The whipping record showed only two 
whippings in several months. The 
warden denied the statement the 
twelve negro convicts. 

At Militown lumber camp he noticed 
several irregularities. One white man 
was in double shackles, which witness 
thought was not Only severe but dan- 
gerous, considering the nature of ‘his 
work.

DUTCH MINISTER 


Venezuelan President Again 
Uses “Big Stick,” 


PASSPORTS SENT MINISTER 


Castro Says the Action Affects Only 
the Diplomat, and Does Net Al- 
ter the Friendly Relations 
of Venezuela and the 
Netherlands, 


Caracas, Venezuela, July 21, via Port 
of Spain, Trinidad, July 22.—President 
Castro has expelled J. H. Deereus, the 
minister resident of the Netherlands, 
from Venezuela. The minister’s pass 
ports were sent to him by Senor Paul, 
the Venezuelan minister of foreign af- 


fairs. 

With them Senor Paul sent a letter in 
which he said: 

‘In view of the opinions expressed in 
your published letter of April 9, Presi- 
dent Castro, who is entrusted with the 
guardianship of the national decorum, 
recites that you are incompetent to serve 
as a friendly medium in the relations 
between this government amd the Neth 
erlands. Consequently he sends you your 
passports that you may leave Venezu- 
ela.”’ 

Senor Paul has sent another letter to 
the foreign minister of the Netherlands, 
in which he says in this connection: 

‘This indispensable measure affects 
only M. Deereus. it will not alter the 
existing friendly relations between Ven- 
ezuela and the Netherlands. Venezuela 
desires to cultivate these relations, Dut 
through another intermediary, a diplo- 
mat imho would be a messenger of

An Unusual Device. 


The investigating committee wera 
treated to something new when Mr. 
Huie told of conditions at the Roy- 
ster Guano company, at Macon. The 
punishment inflicted upon one convict 
who had a penchant for running 
away, was to forge an instrument like 
a pick and about half as long and 
Reavy around his ankle. His shank 
took the place of the usual] handie. 
The pick was worn day and night. 
The device proved effective. When- 
ever the convict tried to run away 
after that, the pick stuck in _ the 
ground and tripped him. 

“In most of the camps | have vis- 
ited,”” continued Mr. Hule, “1 have 
found that the men at the  Obrick 
companies and other plants are bet- 
ter treated and given more accom- 
modations and conveniences than the 
convicts worked by cvuanties on the 
public roads.” 

I response to a question by Mr. 
Adams, of Chatham, he said he had 
never heard of any member of the 
state prison board making any inspec- 
tion of a camp he visited. 

Against the warden and guards of 
the Monroe county road camp, Mr.

(From The Augusta Herald.) 

Mr. Brown, knowing that the governor 
was considering hig removal, sent this 
secret missive to the governor, claiming 
in the note which accompanied it that 
he was possessed of some information 
concerning Governor Smith of a nature 
that would do him great injury if pub- 
lished, and that this information was 
contained in the sealed envelope. This 
Governor Smith construed as a threat 
the part of Mr. Brown that, if he 
carried out his contemplated action as 
(Mr. Brown's) dismissal, he 
(Mr. Brown) would make public the con- 
tents of that sealed envelope. And not 
to be kept from doing what he con- 
ceived to be his duty, the governor 
forthwith dismissed Mr. Brown. 

This brings the question as to whether 
the governor was rigiht in dismissing 
Mr. Brown from the railroad commis- 
sion to depend pincipally upon the con- 
tents of that letter.

There is not a 
being more contemptible than a bilack-

They ought to be kept separate just as much 
as is possible day and night—eight divisions 
of laborers who would run away as individ- 
vals or by divisions if they could.

BERRIEN TAX COLLECTOR 
CHARGED WITH SHORTAGE 


According to Comptroller General, 
Owes the States $6,300—Owes 
the County 82,790. 
Nashville, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)— 
Tax Collector W. H. Studstill, of Ber- 
rien county, has failed to make a sSat- 
isfactory settlement with the state and 
county authorities for the yeay 1907. 
The county commissioners allowed 
him put off settling from time to 
time. They finally set Tuesday, July 
4, and notified Mr. Studsti}) to be 
on hand with his digest, insolvent list, 
John F. Studstill, youngest son 
Of the tax collector. who has had 
Charge of all the affairs of the Office 
during the three years his father has 
held the office came, and when the 
hour came to begin figuring up the 
Settlement, it was found that he had 
brought a sack cOntaining other arti- 
cles, such as old newspapers, a win- 
dow pane, an old shoe box and per- 
haps other articTes, instead of the 
proper books and papers of his office. 
When the mistake was discovered, he 
agreed to go back to-?sTrome, near 
Milltown, and bring the proper books 
next day Hie returned Wednesday 
morning at 7 o'clock, and put up his 
team at Sutton’s stables and went to 
the Hansel Hotel, having become sud- 
denly ill. The commissioners remain- 
ed in session al! day, expecting him 
to show up with hig books. A search 
was made for him and he was found 
about the middle of the afternoon in 
the hotel. A doctor was summoned. 
and the young man was found to be 
too ill to meet the commissioners that 
day. He told friends that he had left 
his books and papers in the buggy, 
but a search failed to locaf® them. 
They have never been found, and he 

thinks they were stoln. 

The commissioners then, after hav- 
ing held on three days trying to get 
a settlement, served Mr. Studstill with 
a written demand for a settement. Of 
course, no settlement could bé made 
as the books were lost. In the mean- 
time, the bondsmen called a meeting 
for Tuesday of this week and had a 
conference with BOWh father and son. 
and formulated an agreement by which 
they hope to get the whole matter 
straightened out. Mr. Studstill owes 
the state, according to a letter receiv~ 
ed from Comptroller Wright, by one 
of the bondsmen, $6,300, which, if paid 
promptly, awd before an execution is 
issued, will be accepted without the 
20 per cent penalty fixed by law. The 
shortage with the county is less, about 
$2,790. 

Mr. Studstill an@ his son brought 
the deeds to all the property they own 
and turned them over to the bonds- 
men, and it is estimated that their 
property can be sold for enough to 
materially reduce the shortage. The 
bondsmen agreed to remain on the 
bond until the end of his term of of- 
fice and allew him to collect this year's 
taxes, his commissions to go towards 
paying the shortage. A committee, 
composed cf Messrs. S. R. Patten, B. 
L. Liles, Mose Lee, W. B. Allen and M. 
J. Kinard will look after the collec- 
tion of this year’s taxes and make ar- 
rangements to negotiate a loan to pay 
the enttre shortage at once. 

The property of both gentiemen will 
be sold to best advantage later in the 
fall.

Balloch Farmers Are Planting Less 
Sea Isiand Cotton. 
Statesboro, Ga., July 22.—(Spectal.)— 
Bulloch. long the banner sea island 
cotton growing county in the state, 
bids fair to lose that distinction, if the 
plans of the Farmers’ Union are car- 
ried out. In the forty-eighth district 
seventeen farmers have planted eigh- 
teen acres of sea f{siand cotton this 
year, as against 228 acres of the same 
staple last year. This is the most re- 
markable decrease in any one district 
in the county, though other districts 
report a corresponding decrease in the 
amount of sea island cotton planted.

In addition to Walker's sprint, the 
400-meter hurdles and the semi-final 
heate of the 300 and 200-meter flat 
races were memorable events. The 
“Americans had the hurdles to them- 
selves, C. J. Bacon, of the Irish-Ameri- 
can Athletic Club, and. Harry L. Hill- 
man, of the New York Athletic Club, 
between whom there was as warm a 
rivalry as between the men of different 
nationalities, ran clear away from their 
Dnglish rivals, Burton and Tremeer. 

The Americans rounded the turn 
yards ahead of the Englishmen and 
fought it out for first place in the 
stretch, Bacon reaching the tape slight- 
ly in the lead. 

On Hilliman’s previous record he was 
expected to win, for at the Olympic 
games in St. Louis in 1904 he ran the 
distance [n 58 seconds, but as he 
knocked down two hurdles a world’s 
record was not allowed. When he wae 
defeated today Hillsman’s bride, who 
was sitting in the stand, burst into 
tears.

All of the heats jn this event are said 
in close finished. W. F. Hamilton, of 
the Chicago Athletic Association, ran 
Kerr so’ close a race that a majority 
of the spectators thought that he had 
won until they heard the official an- 
nouncement. Cloughen beat George, 
who was England’s chief hope, while 
Hewkins, in a heat jn which no Ameri- 
cans were entered, shut out Rocke, an- 
other ‘British favorite.

IS DISCUSSED 


Governor Comer Says Alaba- 
ma will Resist ‘the In- 
crease in the Courts, 


Birmingham, Ala., July 22.—In an in- 
Governor Comer 
anounced that the state would resist ina 
the courtstheitnecrease in freight rates 
as proposed by the general managers 
of Tratiroads south of the Ohio and east 
of the ‘Misstastppi rivers. He said, 
anent the proposed increase: 

“On the first of August there is going 
into effect the most widespread in- 
erease of freight rates issued in years. 
This tncrease will fall upon the pro- 
ducer and the consumer. The raliroads 
Are stating that they have got to in- 
¢rease the rate or cut the price of a!’ 
labor that they could reach. It wouid 
look as if any other business on earth 
except the railroads would reduce tne 
interest paid on their watered securi- 
ties. Some years ago they increased 
the freight rates a very large amouni, 
and on that increase they were enabled 
to sell large blocks of securities that 
cost them nothing. Again they in- 
creased the freight rate by changing 
the classification and sold still other 
securities, and now, when the hard 
times come, ‘instead of standing the 
brunt like any other property, and re- 
ducing the interest on these fictitious 
values, they are hiding behind the sub- 
terfuge of labor price to tax every 
property, every labor, which consumes 
the freight they haul by increasing the 
charges of the freight.” 


Every Warship. 


Washington, July 22.—Arrangements 
are being perfected for the installa- 
tion of a postoffice on every ship in the 
United States navy, authorization for 
this action having been made at the 
last session of congress. Enlisted men 
on each ship may be appointed as post- 
master and assistant postmaster, their 
regular pay to be increased to $500 and 
$800 a year respectively.

Sketch of the Case.

fined by Judge Landis. of the United 
States district -court, $29,240,000, the 
maxémum under the counts of the in- 
dictment.

During the trial, counsel for the oll 
company refused to give information 
called for by Judge Landis after he 
had taken the case under advisement. 
The court thereupon issued subpenas 
for the officials of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, afmong them 
John D. Rockefeller. These officials ap- 
peared in court on July 6, 1907,anq were 
personally examined by Judge Landis. 
be developed from the questions put by 
tthe court that the Indfana corporation

STANDARD OIL DECISION 
DISCUSSED BY BONAPARTE 


Lenox, Mass., July 22.—On being told 
today of the decision in the United 
States court of appeals in the Standard 
Oil Company case, Attorney General 


Charles Bonaparte said: 

“As yet I am not informed as to the 
ground,of the decision, and until I am 
I can have little to say about it. There 
is one feature of the case, however, to 
which public attention can and should 
be called at once. A suit of such im- 
portance certainly ought to be sub- 
mitted for final decision to the su- 
preme court of the United States. But, 
since the court of appeals has decided, 
this cannot now be done. There is no 
good reason of justice or public policy 
why there should not be an appeal from 
this decision by the United States. But 
the statutes permit none, although the 
congress has been repeatedly urged by 
successive attorney generals to enact a 
more comprehensive law permitting ap- 
peals by the government in criminal 
cases. 

“As I said in my last annual report, I 
think this gives an unreasonable and 
unfair advantage to thé wealthy de- 
fendants in such cases, and I hope the 
defect in the law will, be remedied at 
the next session of congress.” 

On being asked if the case would 
again be tried, Mr. Bonaparte replied: 

“TY shall be much surprised if it ig not; 
but I really cannot discuss the matter
